PASADENA, Calif. (A?) - 


Scientists, trying to learn how a 
nervous system works, are look- 
ing; at the world through flies' 
eyes. 


They say they've gotten so 


good at it they can tell rather 
precisely what a fly sees aad 
how well—as it buzzes away, 
transfixed, 
in a special fly

The eye test is part of a pro- 


gram to study the entire nerv- 
ous system to find how it works. 
Scientists hope, for instance, to 
see how light received by the 
eye is translated into conscious* 
nes.s and action. Ultimately, 
thef research could help develop- 
ment of electronic eyes that 
read print.

Bob Thomas at 
the Movies

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - "The 


Bible, " on which John Huston 
labored for two years in Rome, 
Sardinia, Sicily and North Afri- 
ca, has been brought forth for 
public and critics to behold. 


It is very good. It is likely the 


best epic ever filmed from a 
biblical subject. But it does not 
sustain the judgment of Huston, 
who has said that it is the best 
film he has ever been connected 
with. 


As he himself points out, "The 


Bible" cannot be compared in 
content with "The Treasure of 
the Sierra Madre," "The Afri- 
can Queen," "The Asphalt Jun- 
gle" and other memorable Hus- 
ton films. But, for all its im- 
pressive qualities, "The Bible" 
lacks the singleness of purpose 
ami consistent quality of those 
earlier films. 


Huston obviously set about to 


crack the cliches of Hollywood 
films about the Bible. He suc- 
ceeds admirably in the first half 
of (lie film, hewing the line be- 
tween the over-sanctity of "The 
Greatest Story Ever Told" and 
the flamboyance of "The Ten 
Commandments." 


The best comes first. The sto- 


ry of Creation is evoked with 
breath-taking beauty and imag- 
ination, and the Garden of Eden 
sequence comes off in poetic 
style. American Michael Parks 
and Scandanavian Ulla Bergryd 
play Adam and Eve like blond 
teen- agers, beguiling in their 
early innocence. 


Huston moves east of Eden to 


a brief account of Cain and 
Abel, 
then stars himself as 


Noah. The director claims he 
played the role only as a last 
resort, 
when Charlie Chaplin 


and other choices proved un- 
available. Huston also assumed 
the role of narrator and the 
voice of God after testing other 
actors. 


This produces the absurdity of 


Huston as God talking to Huston 
as Noah. But that is minor dis- 
traction in what is otherwise a 
delightful 
and impressive se- 


quence. The assembly of the 
animals is handled with Disney- 
esque humor, and the flood it- 
self is awesome. How much the- 
ology is presented can be debat- 
ed; but Huston, an admitted 
unbeliever, 
is 
not concerned 


with theology.

Sputnik 1 
Went Up 9 
Years Ago

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


- 
Nine years ago today the So- 


viet Union launched the first 
man-made satellite, Sputnik 1, 
and astounded the world, 


Nowhere was the shock felt 


more than in the United States, 
which considered itself the un- 
challenged technological leader 
on earth. 


Not only had the Soviet Union 


scored a tremendous technologi* 
cal 
and 
propaganda 
break- 


through, it also had demonstrat- 
ed a rocket of great power, ca- 
pable of hurling nuclear war- 
heads more than 5,000 miles. 
The best the United States had 
at the time was a 1,500-mile bal- 
listic missile. 


American prestigage sank to 


a new low two months later — 
in December, 1957 — when it 
rushed 
a 
Vanguard satellite 


rocket 
to a Cape Canaveral 


launching pad, only to have the 
rocket explode a few inches off 
the ground. 


The U.S. finally put a satellite 


in to orbit four months later, in 
January, 1958. That was Explor- 
er 1, which discovered the Van 
Allen Radiation Belt. 


But the Russians, with their 


huge rockets, ran up a clear 
lead in the budding space race: 
the first rocket to hit the moon, 
the first to take pictures of its 
back side, the heaviest satel- 
lites. And on April 12, 1961, the 
most glittering feat of all, orbit- 
ing the first spaceman, Yuri 
Gagarin. 


It was 10 months later before 


John H. Glenn became the first 
orbiting American. 


But as the United States ral- 


lied its great technical and in- 
dustrial 
know-how, 
gradually 


this nation caught up and forged 
to a lead in almost every cate- 
gory of space flight. 


Although nobody knew it at 


the time, the tide began to turn 
March 23, 1965, when the first 
two-man Gemini craft shot into 
orbit. It was only a five-hour 
flight 
and seemed overshad- 


owed by a 24-hour trip Just five 
days earlier by the Soviet Vosk- 
hod 2. On that flight, cosmonaut 
Alexei Leonov became history's 
first space walker. 


Since Voskhod 2 — nearly 19 


months ago — no Soviet cosmo- 
nauts have gone into space. In 
that period, nine Gemini craft in 
orbit 
have 
wrested 
every 


manned 
space 
record 
away 


from the Russians. 


A total of 24 U.S. astronauts 


have 
logged 1,804 hours in 


space, compared to 11 cosmo- 
nauts and 507 hours. 


The final Gemini flight is set 


for November and will be fol- 
lowed a month later by the first 
launching of a manned Apollo 
moonsip — a two-week orbital 
trip by three astronauts as an- 
other step toward the goal of 
manned flight to the moon. 


America's Gemini astronauts 


demonstrated all the techniques 
necessary for traveling to the 
moon — rendezvous, linkup with 
another satellite, maneuverable 
spacecraft, 
and long duration 


trips up to 14 days.

Q—I have heard that sili- 


con has an effect on the fe- 
male breast h o r m o n e s and 
stimulates bust development. 
Is it habit-forming? 


A—Silicon is not a drug 


but a synthetic silica 
resin 


which, when introduced into 
the body, causes little or 
reaction in the tissues. 


For this reason, it is some- 


times used by plastic surgeons 
to fill in defects left by the re- 
moval of tumors. It has also 
been widely used to build up 
the b r e a s t s in women who 
think their b r e a s t s are too 
small. This is done by some 
qualified surgeons. A specially 
made silicon rubber form is 
filled with s i l i c o n gel and 
placed under the breast. 


Unfortunately, some uneth- 


ical doctors have been inject- 
ing liquid silicon under the 
breasts with a needle. This 
procedure has been declared 
illegal by the Food and Drug 
Administration because t h i s 
type of implant does not hold 
its s h a p e and it interferes 
with the detection of breast 
cancer. Two deaths following 
this operation have been re- 
ported. They were caused by 
the use of an industrial rather 
than medical grade of silicon.

A 289-year-old church shattered in London's World War II blitz is being re- 
constructed on the campus of Westminster College at Fulton, Mo., as a 
memorial to one of the greatest men and most historic moments of recent 
history. Dedication on Oct. 6, 1966, of the cornerstone of rebuilt St. Mary 
Aldermanbury church, a gift from Britain shipped stone by stone to the 
United States, comes just over 20 years after Sir Winston Churchill delivered 
a speech at Westminster marking the beginning of the Cold War and adding 
a now-familiar phrase to the English language—the "Iron Curtain." 


Reconstruction of St. Mary Aldermanbury church nears completion at Westminster Col- 
lege. Originally designed by Sir Christopher Wren, it was originally built on the London 
site of an even more ancient church destroyed in the Great Fire of 1666. It now becomes 
the Winston Churchill Memorial and Library in the United States. 


President Truman introduces Churchill at

College March 5, 1946. The "Iron Curtain" passage, warn- 
ing of peril in the division of Europe into Communist East 
and free West, caught the headlines but the emphasis of 
Churchill's address, entitled "The Sinews of Peace," was 
on avoiding war through free world and particularly Anglo- 
American unity. 


Sketched by an artist in 1814, left, St. Mary Aldermanbury originally 
stood in Cheapside, London's financial district. A Nazi incendiary bomb 
raid in 1941 gutted the church, center, and after the war it was marked 
for demolition. Artist's conception at right shows the reconstructed 


church on the Westminster campus. The memorial, to contain a collec- 
tion of Churchill letters, photographs, manuscripts and paintings, is 
being financed by private contributions. Nearly $1 million already has 
been pledged toward the fund goal of $1.5 million.

young men who got past their 
26th birthday on draft defer- 
ments may be called to military 
service after all. 


Selective 
Service confirmed 


Monday night that it is ordering 
pre-induction physical examina- 
tions for all 26-to-35-year-olds 
who had deferments but are 
now classified 1-A or 1-A-O. 


The national recheck could 


produce about 50,000 potential 
draftees — about one month's 
quota in terms of this month's 
draft call. 


A man's draft liability nor- 


mally ends at his 26th birthday. 
But if he was deferred for any 
reason — often to continue his 
schooling - he is draft-eligible 
until age 35. 


Deferments held past age 26 


have in recent years meant 
draft exemption, because Selec- 
tive Service has not inducted 
from the older group.

night, however, that 28,153 men 
in the previously deferred 26-35 
bracket 
already 
have been 


found qualified for service.
